Adcltioiml Compar^ive Examples 5-7 

Devices were prepared and ^ahmted by repeating Additional Comparative "Example 3 
previously submitted except changing the red li^tH^nritting material, bk{2- 
phen^quinoline)^^k€etonatoMdi^ complex pl-2) s to the red light-emitting material shown 
for Additional Comparative Examples 5 to 7 in Table 3* 
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As can be sseen from the results presented in Table 3, the pxmmt tarention, with its 
©rthometalkted complex peqmtetneate as recited In the present dtrims, provides a very high 
maximum tamiiiance Lmax and a very high i#it-emittiBg effiei^icy P at a low driving veltege 
Vmax for a device which contains a Mae Mght-ermtting material, a green light^itting material, 
and a mi Hgfet-cmitMng material as compared to a device which contains a red Hght-eaoittmg 
material of Tliompsoo but does not satisfy all the requirements recited m the present claims. 

Moreover, the resttlte for Additional Examples 1749, Additional Examples 20-22, and 
Additional Comparative Bxauqjies 5-7 basically correspond to tifte results r^eetively provided 
by Example 2* Example 4, and Additional Comparative Example 3 presented previously, and 
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thus ccmfem those results and provide fiirther evidence of unexpected superiority such that the 
evidence overall is commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. 

Thus, I conclude that (he present invention provides unexpectedly superior results.
